Bennett’s Vampire was fine, there is a wild energy about this gentle- 
man’s style of acting, well suited to this kind of character. 4mateurs 
and Actors followed ; Mr. Penson was heartily applauded in “‘ Amor 
perche mi pizzichi,’ and Mr. Keeley was encored in his comic song ;— 
Bartley’s and Wrench’s acting was excellent, and Mr. Pearman sang 
delightfully.

Sydney, Miss Townsend, Lord Foley, &e. 
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Surrey Toeatre—At this house the audiences continue to be both 
numerous and respectable ; the managers have produced a very effec- 
tive and interesting Melo-drama entitled Sparbuto: or, The Robber’s 
Wife of the Appennines ; the situations are highly effective, the sce- 
nery good, and the dialogue more spirited than the usual run of 
pieces of this description. Mrs. W. Hall, of whom we have previously 
spoken in favourable terms, fully keeps her place in our good opinion ; 
not so Mr. Wynne, he has already acquired all the violence and rant 
of the Minor schools. and seems to have adopted for his models Mr. 
H. Kemble and Mr. Cobham—Mrs. Egerton plays the Robber’s Wife, 
Anionia, with very considerable-power and judgment. Mr. Mercer 
plays with quiet good sense, which makes the raving of Mr. Wynne 
appear the more absurd. Mr. W. West has every requsite for a low 
comic actor but mind—yet,perhaps,we ought to allow some licence for 
the Surrey audiences,who have been accustomed to extremes; however, 
we do not despair, under Mr. Elliston’s Management, of sceing a more 
legitimate order of things, and it would be unfair to deny that much 
has already been done towards so desirable an event.
